22,379, made up of 20,016 in the 
British Isles and - 2,363 in other 
parts of the world. and this num- 
her Is not so very different’ from 
the figure for 1914. To reach the 
required number at the end of the 
War to maintain even the status 
quo ante, it was "necessary for well 
cver five hundred men’ to be or- 
dained each year but to that figure, 
two additions had. to be made, 
first on account of the numbers of 
Priests who were killed in‘the War 
and of candidates for ordination 
end secondly because in the years 
immediately following ‘the War the 
whole machinery of training could 
only be, slowly reorganised and 
therefore the deficit increased an- 
nually until In 1927 it became 
necessary for six hundred to. be 
ordained each year. Towards this 
Challenge there has been ‘a splen- 
did response both in men. and in 
gifts to. train them, The figure 
rose from 363 ordained in 1926 to 
503 in 1930, again to 585 in 1932, 
the same figure being ‘recorded in 
1935. So if you call the necessary 
recruiting figure 600 a year you 
would not be far wrong. 

In order to train.men and wo- 
men the Church has staffed and 
equipped a. sufficient number of 
colleges in England and the nor- 
mal minimum of ‘training required 
vy the Bishops for a graduated 
candidate Js eighteen months and 
for a non graduate that .period 
Plus as much more as is required 
for the passing of an examination 
up to the Matriculation standard. 
Tt is of course’ the duty of the of- 


ficers of: the Theological’ Colleges’ 


to ‘lest the sincerity ‘and suitability 
of any individual candidate’s yoca- 
tion. It may safely be sald that if 
any man or’ woman is keen to

the final explanation of Britain's 
failure in .the Olympic Games 
and elsewhere? Some compara 
tive figurés of tlm-going, which 
have just been published, “suggest 
that .2t might be. In Germany, 
according to these figures, 8.6 
per cent. of the population at- 
tends a cinems at least once 6 
week; in France, 16 per cent-; 
in Britain, 41.3 per cent. 
Britain's figuro 1s surpassed only 
by Australis, where'54 per cent. 
of ‘the population attends s 
cinema once a week, and, sur- 
prisingly, is higher than that of 
the’ United States. 

No doubt national economic 
circumstances are @ part cause of 
these disparities.

Of all the 
countries usmed. Britain is the 


most ufban and therefore the’ 


country iu which the cinema can 
most easily make a profit. More 
over, Englishmen cannot, 8s men 
in other lands do, plan an out- 
door excursion even a day. shead 
with any certainty that the 
weather will be suitable for it. 
What. this means to the cinema 
may best be seen on a wet Bank 
Holiday. " 
But. when every possible factor 
is taken into account, our cinema 
attendance remains relatively 


high and somewhat disturbing: 


In. the’ modern cinemia there is 
no harm to physical health and 
with the modern film little harm 
to anything else. This is (and 
we hope will always remain) 
country in which a man is free 
to choose his leisure occupation. 
Yet even its advocates would not 
claim that the’ cinema demande 
any’ strenuous mental or physical 
exercise; and, as. it, flourishes, 
the more active’ lejsure occupa- 
tions decline.
